nedy prepared to bury his son to- 
day with a special Mass for chil- 
dren said by his close friend, 
Richard Cardinal 
Gushing, the 


Roman Catholic 
archbishop of 


Boston. 


Mrs. Kennedy remained at the 


Otis Air Force Base hospital re- 
cuperating from the Caesarean 
section delivery in which she gave 
birth to Patrick Bouvier Kennedy 
Wednesday. 


The third child of the President 


died Friday at Boston's Children's 
Hospital Medical Center nearly 40 
.hours after his birth. 


Condolences from all over the 


.world, started to pour in immedi- 
ately. 


• Only 13 others, all close rela- 


tives,, were invited to join the 
President at the services today in 
the chapel at Cardinal Cushing's 
residence. 


The group included the Presi- 


dent's two brothers and their 
wives — Atty. Gen. and! Mrs. Rob- 
ert ,F. Kennedy and Sen. and Mrs 
•Edward M Kennedy 
—and his 


three sisters and their husbands, 
Eunice and Sargent Shriver, Jean 
and Steven Smith and Patricia 
and Peter Lawford 


Also invited to attend the funeral 


were Mrs. Kennedy's mother and 
stepfather, Mr. and Mrs. Hugh D. 
Auchinclocrf, and Mrs Kennedy's 
sister, Mrs. Stanislaus Radziwill. 


Other members of the family 


planned to visit Mrs. Kennedy at 
the hospital during the services. 
,The ritual of the Mass of the 


Holy Angels, to be celebrated by 
the Boston prelate, was estab- 
lished for children who died before 
reaching what the church con- 
siders the age of reason — about 
seven years. 


The infant will be buried! at 


Holyhood Cemetery in Brookline,

Cremated

Mr. Hoover 
Is 89 Years 
Old Saturday 


By JAMES DEVLIN 


NEW YORK (AP) - Herbert 


Hoover observes his 89th birthday 
Saturday—still too young to take 
it easy. 


The former president, who was 


desperately ill two months ago, 
works at his desk each day in his 
Waldorf-Astoria suite. 


A spokesman described him as 


in good spirits but impatient to 
complete a book he is writing—a 
history of the past 30 years. 


The man who coined the phrase 


"rugged individualism" made one 
concession to his convalescence. 
He dispensed with the informal 
news conference he customarily 
holds the day before a birthday. 


But he issued a statement ex- 


pressing his confidence in Ameri- 
ca and thanking "the thousands 
of people who sent me messages 
of goodwill during my illness and 
greetings now for my 89th birth- 
day." 


His doctors also issued a state- 


ment commenting on his strides 
from the illness. 


"Mr. Hoover's health has im- 


proved' continuously since his epi- 
sode of gastro-intestinal bleeding 
in June. There has been no recur- 
rence of bleeding since that time. 
His heart has remained normal in 
rhythm," the statement said. 


"He has steadily become strong- 


er and is able to work at his desk 
for short periods each clay. The 
number of his visitors is still 
limited, and his physicians be- 
lieve it advisable that he should 
not assume any public obligations 
at the present time." 


As a precaution, doctors still 


visit 
Hoover regularly 
and

nurse is always on hand. 


But not all of Hoover's writing 


is on the heavy side. He recently 
published a book, "Fishing for

Says Treaty 
Could Cause 
Serious Gap

PASADENA, Calif. (AP) _ A 


member of the U.S. negotiating 
earn says the limited nuclear 
est ban treaty points up a seri- 
ous gap in the technology neces- 
sary for nuclear arms control: 
underground detonations. 


They were excluded from the 


.rearty because scientists have not 
bund a sure way to detect and 
dentify all subsurface blasts, Dr. 
Frank Press, 
director of tech- 


lology1 laboratories of California 
Institute of Technology, said in 
an exclusive interview. 


Precise information about this 


research is secret. Neither side 
wants the other to know how much 
progress is being made in dis- 
tinguishing explosions from earth- 
quakes. 


But informed sources say this 


research 
is 
going 
ahead 
full 


speed, because a breakthrough 
could lead to cessation of all nu- 
clear weapons testing. 


"The treaty signed in Moscow 


s a good first step, but I doubt 
if anyone would deny there is 
need for a more comprehensive 
treaty," said Dr. Press, a techni- 
cal member of the U.S. negotiat- 
ing team. 


"Science has made some very 


significant advances in the field 
in the past five years,, but we are 
all looking forward to the day 
when underground tests, too, can 
be prohibited, 
with 
assurance 


that any violator will be ex- 
posed," he said. 


Atmospheric tests can be de- 


tected at great distance because 
of the radioactive debris. 


Underwater tests can be detect- 


ed because they set up sound 
and pressure waves that travel 
thousands of miles. Tests far out 
in space can be detected rea- 
sonable certainty because they 
throw off some radiations that are 
different 
from those ordinarily 


found in the solar system. 


Scientists cannot be sure of 


identifying "seismic events" — 
underground shocks — of less 
than magnitude 4 with monitoring 
stations outside the Soviet Union. 


Magnitude is a way of measur- 


irtg underground shocks on a scale 
that puts most property-damaging 
earthquakes at magnitude 5 or 
higher. Magnitude 5 is 10 times

Treaty Must 
Give Adlai 
Satisfaction

WASHINGTON (AP) — Adlai 


Stevenson was just part of the 
American delegation which went 
:o Moscow this week for the sign- 
ing of the limited nuclear test ban 
agreement. But his satisfaction 
must have been special and ironic.

a nuclear test ban. He wasn't the 
first to do it. But as the cam- 
paign neared its end this became 
he biggest issue.

Stevenson picked! up Murray's 


dea and seconded it on April 21. 
That was before he got the nomi- 
nation.

Stevenson hammered away at the 
dea, which seemed to develop in 
his mind as he went along. At 
irst he seemed simply to suggest 
hat this country stop the tests 
unilaterally and ask the Soviet 
Jnion to do the same. 
In time he seemed to think

vith Moscow before this country 
topped, although he didn't quite 
ay that. But he said the United 
itates should take the lead in stop- 
iing hydrogen bomb tests. 
And on Sept. 30,, 1956, he said

30, 1961, the Soviet Union an- 
nounced it was ending its volun- 
tary test ban and would start test- 
ing. It did. So did this country. 


On Aug. 27, 1962, Kennedy pro-

that, if the two sides 


couldn't agree on how to ban 
underground tests, the most diffi- 
cult to detect, at least they* should 
agree on banning tests in the 
atmosphere, outer space and un- 
der the sea. 


The Soviets wouldn't buy. Yet 


the very agreement they reached 
with this country July 25 is in 
effect what Kennedy proposed: a 
ban on tests in the atmosphere, 
outer space and under the sea. 
They could not agree on stopping 
underground tests. So they let that 
go. 


On July 31 Eisenhower wouldn't 


say he approves or doesn't ap- 
prove the agreement.

Such stocks usually carry a set 
dividend rate and almost without 
exception a company's dividends 
must go first to holders of pre- 
ferred stock, then to holders of 
common. 
Prices 
of 
preferred 


stock do not fluctuate as much 
as common slock prices. 


You may prefer investing in 


bonds. Unlike stockholders, bond- 
holders are not part owners of 
the company. Bondholders are cre- 
ditors of the company. In the 
event of a company's failure, the 
debt owed to bondholders must 
be paid before any remaining as- 
sets can be divided among the 
stockholders, first the preferred1 


and then the common. 


In addition to corporate bonds, 


there ar'e state, city and govern- 
ment bonds. On state and city 
bonds, the revenue from taxes is 
frequently pledged as security for 
repayment. Back of U. S. Govern- 
ment Bonds — the highest-grade 
investment there is — lies the 
nation's integrity. 


The price of stock, like the price 


of food or clothes,, depends on how 
much buyers are witting to pay 
for it and how cheaply those who 
own it are willing to sell it. 


At any given time, the price of 


stock is nothing more than the 
collective expression of all the 
opinions of all the people who then 
are buying and selling it — their 
opinions about its value. . 


If many people conclude at the 


same time that a stock is over' 
priced, they may sell it, and thp 
price will probably fall. When such 
a trend can be seen throughout 
the market, it is said to be a 
bear market, reflecting investors' 
pessimism about the economy. 


If, on the other hand,, many 


people conclude at the same timo 
that a stock is selling at a bargain, 
they may decide to buy it,, and 
the price will go up. That is why 
stock prices sometimes fluctuate 
sharply, instead of changing only 
an eighth or a quarter of a point— 
which is an eighth or quarter of 
a dollar — the price may go up or 
down several points, or doll'ars. 
When a buying trend is prevalent 
throughout the market, it is! on a 
bullish trend — a bull market, 
reflecting investors' optimism.
